Special exertions have been made to ascertain the owner- 
ship of these bonds and call them in, but without success. 
Interest on them stopped July 1, 1883, and indeed for some 
time previous the coupons had not been presented for pay- 
ment. It would be supposed that even the moderate inter- 
est now attainable on good securities would be preferable to 
none, but this does not appear to be the view of the holders 
of these bonds. Until they are presented, or at least it is 
clear that they will not be, the balance of the Sinking Funds 
set apart for their payment must be held ready to meet the 
charge. 

As explained last year, no more of the public debt be- 
comes due until April, 1888, when the first Troy & Green- 
field Railroad and Hoosac Tunnel Loan matures, but from 
that time on the debt matures quite rapidly, and the good 
effect of its payment will be felt in the corresponding reduc- 
tion of the State Tax now made necessary principally by our 
large interest account.

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Sinking, Trust, and Other Funds. 

The aggregate amount of these funds Dec. 31, 1884, is 
$21,043,828.90, which is an increase over last year of $756,- 
330.23. The Sinking Funds have gained $895,052.88 and 
there has been paid out in addition $4,000 for reducing debt 
due in 1883, but not presented till this year. The Trust 
Funds have increased $3,148.65. The other fund has. dimin- 
ished $141,865.30 in consequence of its application for the 
purpose for which it was established. 

The Sinking Funds continue to gain and have required 
the unremitting and anxious care of the Treasurer towards 
this end throughout the year. The scarcity and high price 
of such securities as the investment of these funds is limited 
to, renders constant and active attention imperative to pro- 
duce such an income as is needed to make them sufficient. 
With the exception of two of these funds there is no reason 
to doubt their sufficiency to meet the debts charged upon 
them. The present value of the securities, on a conservative 
estimate, is considerably in excess of their par, and this ex- 
cess directly, or gradually, aids in keeping up the income to 
the required rate of growth. 

The Prison and Hospital Loan Sinking Fund is still con- 
siderably less than it should be to provide for its debt at 
maturity. By the judicious provision of the last legislature, 
about one-third of the prospective deficiency was provided 
for. Nearly another third of the contribution needed for 
the year was received from the sales of lands applicable to 
the fund. The remaining deficit, however, is a large one, 
and it is to be remembered, that with time it grows larger as 
constantly, steadily and inevitably as an interest account 
grows. Equitably, some allowance should be made to the 
fund for the use of the old Worcester Hospital. This whole 
estate was pledged for the creation of the fund. Indeed, in 
the first instance, the amount advanced to build the new 
hospital was considered and treated merely as a temporary 
loan, which was to be repaid at once on the completion of 
the new by a sale of the old buildings and land. 
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In the case of private corporations or individuals, the 
courts would compel the execution of such a contract accord- 
ing to its terms. Surely a State is bound by the same rules 
of justice which its courts enforce against private citizens. 
But if new exigencies have arisen which make it expedient 
to retain the old property for the public use, there is an 
equal and continuing exigency that the Commonwealth 
should protect its creditors as it promised to, and make an 
equivalent allowance in money for the estate which it 
pledged the proceeds of. Twenty-five thousand dollars a year 
for top. years, while it would not equal the value to the fund 
of the estate sold and the proceeds put at interest eight or 
ten years ago, would go a long way towards filling the fund 
so as to provide for the debt. 

The Troy and Greenfield Railroad Loan Sinking Fund 
continues inadequate, and seriously inadequate, to meet the 
charge of the debt incurred for the tunnel and connected 
railroad. It will hardly be contended by . anybody that a 
Commonwealth should go into speculations or engage in 
mercantile pursuits or business avocations. Its connection 
with such enterprises, if ever justifiable, is only so during 
the period of doubt and inability of private enterprise to com- 
mence or construct. In a financial point of view, the speed- 
ier the severance after that point is passed the better* I 
venture to renew my recommendation of last year, and to 
remind you that the time for action is not only directly upon 
us but is rapidly passing by, and that unless some action is 
taken forthwith, by sheer neglect to grapple with a question 
whose solution need not be very difficult, a burden of debt 
will have to be reimposed needlessly upon another gener- 
ation. 

The Boston and Hartford and Erie Railroad Loan Sink- 
ing Fund may fairly be considered as sufficient to meet its 
deV>t at maturity* The only serious question in the matter 
arises from doubt as to the value of the second mortgage 
bonds of the New York and New England Railroad Com- 
pany belonging to the fund. In accordance with a resolve 
passed last year such action as was judged best for the pro- 
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duty. I recommend this the more freely, since by the con* 
stitutional limitation to my possible tenure of the office, I 
can gain but little, if any beoefit, myself from an allowance, 
which I am certain from my own experience, must be fully 
earned by my successor.
